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S&L Depositor’s Group, A.T.O.M., Share 
Stories of Morning March on Annapolis

The action meeting of 
Community S.&L. depositors 
on Thursday, October 10, at 
Eleanor Roosevelt High 
School, took place on the ev¬ 
ening of a day which saw an 
estimated 500 people march 
on the statehouse at Annap¬ 
olis. The resulting interac¬ 
tions between people and 
their elected representatives, 
and the lessons to be learned 
from those interactions, were 
among several new issues 
discussed at length by A.T.- 
O.M. leaders Dr. Lekh Batra, 
David Lange, Irene Hensel 
and Gaithersburg partici¬ 
pants John McHale and 
Marge Hoban, who were pre¬ 
sent at the scene. 

Coincident with the people's 
march, Lange had made a formal 
statement to the legislators' spe¬ 
cial joint session of Senate Fi¬ 
nance and House Economic com¬ 
mittees, which he now described. 
He told them, he said, that “We 
trusted the state, and now find 
ourselves in quicksand"; that the 
state had promised its “full faith 
and credit," and now. “on Tues¬ 
day, you heard the new definition 
of insurance"; that the state of 
Maryland has deliberately en¬ 
couraged trust in the savings and 
loans." After several depositors 
—a retired seventy-five year old 
widow, a retired teacher, and a 
small businessman—testified that 
they were helpless because of the 
S. & L. freeze, Lange concluded 
his statement to the legislators 
by asserting: “From the banking 
viewpoint, these actions (on the 
part of the state) are under¬ 
standable; from the depositors' 
viewpoint, these actions are un¬ 
acceptable,"

insurance" (echoing Lange’s 
point); and finally that “We don’t 
want Judge Kaplan or Melville 
Brown in front of this problem, 
we want Governor Hughes in 
front of this problem." 

McHale added the interesting 
sidelight that in order to gain 
the interview with the Governor, 
after three fruitless phone calls 
directly to the Governor's office, 
it was only achieved by his wife's 
contacting Ohio activists, who 
called the Ohio governor’s press 
secretary, who then called the 
Maryland governor's secretary! 

The attitudes of some of the 
state legislators also came under 
fire from Marge Hoban and 
Lange, who related that one such 
elected official implied it was the 
depositors' responsibility to raise 
the money to solve the problem; 
Lange suggested this was like 
going to an insurance company 
after a robbery and being told 
they had no money to pay for it. 

Greenbelter Irene Hensel, 
whose fiery leadership of the 
day's march was vividly pictured 
in the next day’s Washington 
Post drew no punches in charg¬ 
ing, “W T hy shouldn’t we be an¬ 
gry — we were robbed; the high 
rollers gambled with our money 
. . . that is our money behind 
the locked doors of the Savings 
and Loan." Hensel emphasized 
the important of increasing the 
numbers of marchers in future 
from the day's 500 to double that 
number, triple, even quadruple . . 
She promised, “We're not going 
to sit back, we’re going to fight 
back."

Party Marks Construction Progress 
For Martin’s Crosswinds Facility

Over 700 guests gathered together on October 2 for a 
pre-opening celebration in the unfinished, cavernous ball¬ 
room of Martin's Crosswinds. Mud and rain did not dampen 
the festivities which were highlighted by strobe lights, old 
movies, colorful balloons and a lavish buffet. 


Located on 8.5 acres in Mary¬ 
land Trade Center Park (MTCD 
between MTC Building II and 
Holiday Inn, the catering facility 
is the chain's ninth in Maryland. 
The 41-acre MTC Park is at the 
intersection of the Baltimore- 
Washington Parkway and the 
Capital Beltway and is within 
the "Billion Dollar Circle" - the 
area where construction of high¬ 
ly touted, blue chip projects has 
been moving at a fast pace. 

Slated to open on January 11, 
1986, Crosswinds will initially 
comprise 44,000 square feet and 
have a capacity for groups of 
125 to 1,500 persons. Dividers 
will permit the large ballroom to 
bs divided into smaller sections. 
Dependent on Crosswind's finan¬ 
cial success, the building will la¬ 
ter be expanded to 77,000 square 
feet, accommodating groups of 
25 to 3,COO persons. After ex¬ 
pansion, Crosswind's will become 
the chain's largest catering facil¬ 
ity. 

Booking figures to date have 
Martin's Board of Directors smil¬ 
ing. Martin's, Inc. president 
Martin Resnick said, “We had 
expected about $300,000 to $500,- 
00C in bookings by this time. Ad¬ 
vance bookings now total an ov¬ 
erwhelming SI,454,000." Over 
150 parties are booked from Jan¬ 
uary 11, 1986 to 1987, with one 
scheduled for 1990. 

While guests enjoyed the 
sumptuous buffet, Resnick, his 
board of directors and staff min¬ 
gled with them to answer ques¬ 
tions. Attending were state, 
county and city officials, members 
of the Prince Georges County and 
Montgomery County Chambers of 
Commerce, the Washington Board 
of Trade and potential customers. 

In his remarks of welcome, 
Resnick thanked guests for “be¬ 
ing part of what is a very im¬ 
portant part of our life in the 
Martin's family." He expressed

Department of Economic Devel¬ 
opment and the Maryland Indus¬ 
trial Development Financing Au¬ 
thority for their help in obtain¬ 
ing financing (a loan through 
Equi table Bank guaranteed by 
MIDFA). 

He also recalled, that without 
the government's assistance in 
the form of a Small Business 
Loan, he could not have started 
his catering business 20 years 
ago. 

Accolades also went to former 
County Executive Larry Hogan. 
“Without his support, encourage¬ 
ment and prodding, we would not 
be here," said Resnick, adding 
“This support was picked up by 
County Execuitve Parris Glen- 
denning." The Greenbelt City 
Council also drew praise. 

Martin's employs about 1,000 
persons and has a payroll of $4 
million in their present opera¬ 
tions. Upon completion of Phase 
II, there will be a full & part- 
time staff of 293. 

Martin’s other facilities are lo¬ 
cated in the Greater Baltimore 
area. The “economic benefits to 
the communities (where they are 
located) have been considerable," 
noted a Martin’s spokesman. He 
anticipated that the operation in 
Greenbelt would generate $805,- 
000 in new state, county and city 
taxes and $2.5 million in pur¬ 
chases from local suppliers of 
goods and services.

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Two Sisters Honored By 
St• Hugh’s Parishioners 

St. Hugh’s Parish honored the Sisters of the Holy Cross 
at a reception in Grenoble Hall on Sunday evening, Sept. 29. 
The event was planned especially to honor Sister Elizabeth 
Raffo and Sister Katherine Wingfield who have left St. 
Hugh’s parish after many years of service. After ten years 
at St. Hugh’s as teacher and principal, Sr. Elizabeth has 
taken a year’s leave of absence in order to care for her ill 


father. 

Many other Sisters of the Holy 
Cross attended to applaud Sr. 
Elizabeth and Sr. Katherine for 
their contributions to the Order 
as well as to St. Hugh’s. Many of 
the parishioners enjoyed renew¬ 
ing acquaintenees with Sr. Co¬ 
lette Marie and Sr, Rose Cecelia, 
former teachers at the school. 

The Sisters began their asso¬ 
ciation with Greenbelt in 1949 
when six nuns moved info 59-B 
and C Crescent Road, The new 
convent had been prepared by 
families eager to welcome them 
and the education the nuns offer¬ 
ed their children. 

Community support eased the 
difficulties of the first months 
when classes were held in the 
Greenbelt Theater. This was 
quite an accomplishment, as 211 
first through fourth graders were 
part of that first venture. The 
school and church building were 
completed and dedicated in No¬ 
vember, 1949. Each year the 


school added a grade, so that 
those earliest fourth graders 
made up the first graduating 
class in June 1954, 

Many of those who worked so 
hard to help establish St. Hugh’s 
school and church in those early 
years are names still familiar in 
Greenbelt The first Parents 
Guild president was Joe Fitz- 
maurice, with Mike Burchik as 
his vice-president. Rita Wiser 
was perhaps the person with the 
longest and closest relationship 
with the Sisters, She faithfully 
and efficiently prepared dinner at 
the convent each day and assisted 
in many other domestic chores 
for over 20 years. 

As Greenbelt grew, so did the 
active participation of the Sisters 
of the Holy Cross in the commun¬ 
ity. An annual event was the St. 
Hugh’s Bazaar, its goal being to 
raise funds for the school. These 
bazaars were highlighted by ap¬ 
pearances from such television

Most 
recently, senior citizens and shut- 
ins have benefited from the min¬ 
istry of Sr. Katherine, who was 
often seen walking through the 
city on her round of visits. 
Though not currently occupying 
the convent, the Sisters of the 
Holy Cross are still represented 
in Greenbelt by Sister Francis 
Virginia, second-grade teacher at 


St. Hugh’s School. 

As was stated at the receptoin, 
the Sisters of the Holy Cross 
have strong ties with Greenbelt 
and look forward to resuming 
their longstanding commitment 
and involvement with the com¬ 
munity.

Original Furniture Shown 
(n Museum Exhibit 

An interesting exhibit of ori¬ 
ginal Greenbelt furniture was 
presented to the public in the 
lobby of the Utopia theater on 
Groundbreaking Day, Oct. 12. 
This first exhibit presented by

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CABLE CHANNELS AVAILABLE 
FOR CITY ANB ORGANIZATIONS

Greenbelt’s local cable channel, now entering its second 
year of programming, continues to provide the city with 
municipal coverage and a wide variety of individually pro¬ 


duced programs. 

The city’s municipal channel, 
A-10, is reserved for local pror- 
gramming, Another channel ex¬ 
ists, A-6, which is reserved for 
local programming for the nor¬ 
thern half of Prince George's 
County. 

The cable franchise in Green- 
belt was signed on January 12, 
1983, with Storer Communica¬ 
tions. Last May, Prime Cable of 
Maryland, Ltd. Partnership 
bought the entire system, includ¬ 
ing the A-10 and A-6 channels. 

Channel A-10 is used to broad¬ 
cast such municipal events as city 
council meetings. Only author¬ 
ized city employees can operate 
the video camera equipment, 
which must be used to cover a 
city event. 

“The purpose of A-10 is to 
cover municipal news as well as 
anything of general interest to 
the people of Greenbelt," said 
Renee M. Bryan, the city's cable 
access programmer. 

According to Bryan, all of A- 
10's funding comes from the 
yearly franchise fee. That am¬ 
ounts to between 3 and 5 per cent 
of the gross receipts received by 
Prime Cable, said William Hy- 
sell. Prime's general manager. 

Guidelines for A-10 program¬ 
ming are strictly followed. Mes¬ 
sages may be aired if they are 
Greenbelt-related. Advertise¬ 
ments, lottery information and 
political messages are not allow¬ 
ed. 

Programming from non-profit 
sources other than the city gov¬ 
ernment m</ r be broadcast if it is 
of general public interest or in¬ 
cludes coverage of Greenbelt res¬ 
idents. 

In September, a little over 
$4,000 was spent to buy new eq¬ 
uipment for the A-10 channel. 
The cable equipment package in¬ 
cluded one camera, a switcher, a 
monitor, a tape recorder, power 
supplies and blank tapes. Bryan 
says the new equipment will en¬ 
able her and the staff to do edit¬ 
ing, as well as switch between 
the two cameras to give the pro¬ 
duction a more professional qual¬ 
ity. 

Three more camera operators 
were hired to handle the equip¬ 
ment, bringing the staff to seven. 
Bryan heads one of the two teams 
of three and Mary White heads 
the other. Camera operators are 
Matt Herath, Eileen Gatens, 
Mark Best, Rick Leventhal and 
Lloyd Hanna. 

“This opens up a lot of doors 
for us because we can do a lot 
more," said Bryan. “The new 
equipment gives a little more life 
to Council meetings for people 
watching at home." 

Although the one camera work¬ 
ed well, it was a little bland, she 
said. The tWd cameras will allow 
for more active coverage of the 
city council meetings. Split 
screen images will permit show¬ 
ing two people talking to each 
other even if they are spaced far 
apart. 

As for increased posturing a- 
mong council members because of 
the cameras, Bryan says, “No 
one is camera shy, especially the 
people at the podium." 

Cable casting of council meet¬ 
ings began in 1984. 

Future events to be aired on 
A-10 include the Adopt-A-Tree 
groundbreaking ceremony, the 
1.50th Anniversa ry 0 i • a 1 History in¬ 
tend ews , a prolil e ~oF one - of the 


first teachers at Center School 
and senior citizens' aerobics. 

Bryan, a 1984 graduate of the 
University of Maryland, majored 
in Radio, Television and Film. 
She is a part-time employee of 
the city, dividing her responsibil¬ 
ities as cable access programmer 
for Greenbelt and as a camera 
operator. 

A-6 Channel 

The other local programming 
cable channel is A-6. Known as 
the “public access" channel, it is 
open to anyone who wants to put 
together a program and have it 
aired on television. 

Any individual or group want¬ 
ing to use the channel's service 
can do so free of charge. In or¬ 
der to operate the equipment, a 
person must first be certified. 
Prime Cable offers equipment and 
use of their main access studio 
in College Park to certified opera¬ 
tors. They also provide a series 
of classes and workshops to help 
people learn how to use the e- 
quipment. Once finished with the 
training, an individual is certi¬ 
fied and authorized to operate the 
equipment. 

According to Hysell, “hundreds 
and maybe even thousands" of 
people have been certified. Al¬ 
though he did not have figures 
available on how many actually 
take advantage of this service, 
he did say there must be enough 
to run tapes on a nightly basis. 

In 1984, the Public Access 
Committee was formed to serve 
as an ad hoc committee to the 
city council. “Its purpose is to 
suggest a permanent structure 
to administer public access pro¬ 
gramming," said Robert Zugby, 
chair of the committee. 

The committee has recommend¬ 
ed to the city council that a 
non-profit corporation be estab¬ 
lished to oversee public access 
programming. Currently the 
committee is drafting by-laws 
under which the non-profit or¬ 
ganization can operate. 

Other alternatives considered 
by the committee were: 1) to 
leave public access under the 
control of the city, 2) to make 
the ad hoc committee a perman¬ 
ent standing committee in charge 
of public access, or 3) to form a 
commission to handle public ac¬ 
cess. 

“We find the non-profit cor¬ 
poration is the best way to pro¬ 
ceed," said Zugby. He added that 
the implication for censorship of 
programming and potential gov¬ 
ernment control were factors in¬ 
fluencing the committee's decision 
to select an independent avenue. 

Zugby hopes the city council 
will accept the recommendation. 

Members of the committee are: 
Holly Carter, Harold Baldauf, Mi¬ 
chael Donaghue, Margaret Ho- 
genson and Anthony Langbehn. 

“Public access interest among 
communities is growing,” accord¬ 
ing to Cate Spillane of Prince 
Georgians on Camera." The in¬ 
terest is out there and people 
are beginning to see that public 
access programming is for them." 

“We're trying to reach the 
community and tell them that 
public access is their channel and 
they can use it,” she said. PGOC 
a non-profit organization, has 200 
members. It is open to anyone 
interested in using public access 
facilities in Prince Georges Coirn-

Devlin Calls For Action 
“Now” on S.&L. Crisis 

Delegate Gerard F. Devlin of 
the 23rd District has called for 
an immediate release of depositor 
funds which have been frozen by 
action of Governor Harry R. 
Hughes, and has pledged not to 
support any bail-out program 
unless the depositor question is 
at least partially resolved. 

Devlin, who is vice chairman of 
the House Ways and Means Com¬ 
mittee, a member of the House 
leadership and Greenbelt's senior 
legislator, in a letter to Hughes 
said that the “hardships faced 
by constituents in Greenbelt and 
other Marylanders have gone far 
beyond any acceptable level. Ac¬ 
tion must be taken now to free 
up at l east some of the deposits 
which have been frozen at Com¬ 
munity Savings and Loan since 
August 19." 

Devlin told the Greenbelt News 
Review that during last week's 
demonstration he had a chance 
to talk to scores of Greenbelters 
and other constituents. “The mes¬ 
sage comes over loud and clear 
that it is long since time for the 
State of Maryland to honor the 
commitment it made to insure 
savings and loan deposits," he 
said. “The absolute freeze must 
be ended, and ended now."

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GHI ’86 Budget Plan Would Raise Fees, Add Services

A five-million-dollar operating budget and a five percent 
increase in members’ fees were two of the key figures in the 
proposed 1986 budget submitted to the Greenbelt Homes, 

Inc., Board of Directors at its regular meeting on October 10. 

The board was getting its first view of a budget which Man- 
aer Ron Colton described as one of the “most significant in 
GHI’s history.” 
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The increase in member charg¬ 
es was attributed to three fac¬ 
tors: a rise in property taxes, an 
almost doubling of insurance 
costs, and loss of interest income 
due to use of reserves. The bud¬ 
get also reflected the provision of 
new services, such as improved 
maintenance of common areas, 
development of a handyman ser¬ 
vice, and modernization of play¬ 
grounds—services Colton charac¬ 
terized as requested by members 
and reflecting “their increasing 
pride in our community.” 

GHI Board and members will 
have a number of opportunities 
to review and discuss the budget: 
Finance Committee review on Oc¬ 
tober 23; second presentation to 
board on October 24; presentation 
to the membership on October 29, 
7-9 p.m., at the Library; and final 
board approval on November 2L 

In a busy agenda, the board al¬ 
so selected a new contractor for 
the larger townhouse rehabilita¬ 
tion; directed management to 
draw up a policy for service- 
side additions on brick and block 
homes; and heard a report on the 
6 court Hillside engineering stu¬ 
dy. 

1986 Budget 

Comptroller Don McGinn had 
the major responsibility for out¬ 
lining the budget provisions. The 
major source of GHI income is 
member charges, accounting for 
almost $4.4 million of the five- 
million-dollar budget. Small 
sums are generated by services 
to GDC, garage rental, contract 
processing and leasing and inter¬ 
est income. The largest single 
disbursement is the $1.5 million 
NCB payment, followed by real 
estate taxes at $884,000, the cost 
of maintenance, $842,000, and 
$638,000 for administration, board, 
and committee expenses. This 
year’s budget proposes a five per¬ 
cent increase in employees’ sala¬ 
ries. Colton said “many of our 
employees have given long and 
faithul service to the Corpora¬ 
tion. This increase recognizes 
their achievement and their value 
to the Corporation.” He said that 
many employees were at the top 
of their grades due to their long 
length of service and therefore 
could expect no additional salary 
raise except the cost of living 
increase. 

The 1986 budget calls for the 
continuation of many services 
at current levels but also pro¬ 
poses some significant changes. 
Management recommends expan¬ 
ding the GHI newsletter from 
four to six issues, developing new 
clinics and workshops for mem¬ 
bers, and reorganizing the GHI 
library. The Contract Proces¬ 
sing and Technical Services De¬ 
partment will initiate several new 
programs including developing 
standard design sand specifica¬ 
tions for additions, revising the 
unit layout books, and drafting 
a long-range preventive main¬ 
tenance and financial recovery 
program. The continuing pro¬ 
ject of reorganizing GHI’s plans, 
specifications and technical draw¬ 
ings is a complex one, which will 
continue through 1986. Its goal 
is a complete catalog of accurate 
“as built” drawings for use not 
only by maintenance but also by 


plete its computerized accounts 
receivable program. 

Focus on Maintenance 

A major focus of GHI’s activi¬ 
ties in 1986 will be the Mainten¬ 
ance Department. Management 
said that there is a general con¬ 
sensus among the membership 
that “we must do a better job of 
maintaining our common areas, 
which were somewhat neglected 
during the hectic pace of the GHI 
rehab. The budget also reflects 
a commitment of resources ot 
modernize the GHI playgrounds. 

A new program to start in 1986 
is a handyman program. Many 
members require work on their 
homes, outside the scope of the 
maintenance program but too 
small for general contractors 
to handle. These jobs include 
such services as repairing or re¬ 
moving a fence, erecting a shed, 
cutting grass, venting dryers, or 
installing an additional electrical 
circuit. Members would pay for 
these handyman services. These 
fees would then offset the hiring 
of one of the three new laborer 
positions allocated for the main¬ 
tenance department. Creation of 
these positions would probably 
reduce the need for summer help 
and contract work. 

Continuing maintenance pro¬ 
grams are replacement of rental 
garage roofs, slate roof repair, 
the swale drainage program, and 
tree trimming, removal and re- 
forestatoin. Because of the large 
number of trees which had to be 
removed in 1985, GHI proposes 
developing a nursery in the old 
boat and trailer yard and grow¬ 
ing its own trees and shrubs. 
Seedlings and scrubs can be pur¬ 
chased inexpensively from the 
State Forest Service and used 
over the next three to five years 
to replace diseased stock at a 
significant cost savings compared 
even to bulk nursery purchases. 

An unknown in this year’s bud¬ 
get is the interest rate on the 
NCB loan. GHI currently is pay¬ 
ing 13,25 percent. It is expected 
that the rate will either remain 
the same or decline, when it is 
set next June, to apply for the 
next five years. If a reduction 
occurs, then GHI will need to 
take action—decreasing member 
charges, setting aside additional 
reserves, or upgrading and adding 
services. In his final remarks, 
McGinn commented favorably on 
the length of time for board, 
committee and membership re¬ 
view and discussion of the bud¬ 
get. He offered to answer ques¬ 
tions and go over budget details 
upon request. 

Larger Townhouse Rehab 

The board unanimously passed 
for first, second and final read¬ 
ing the proposal of Mead Alum¬ 
inum for the installation of vinyl 
siding, replacement windows, and 
replacement sliding patio doors 
for the 29 larger townhouses at 
a cost not to exceed $100,009. 
This company submitted the low¬ 
est bid and had slightly more 
favorable references among the 
three contractors GHI was con¬ 
sidering. 

The selection of Mead is a 
change from the contractor, ABA 
Associates, with whom a contract 
for this work was approved for 
first reading by the Board at a 


residents of the larger townhous¬ 
es. The board voted to limit win¬ 
dow color choice only to white. 
The board also approved a con¬ 
tract to construct a series of 
french drains around these 
homes. 

Masonry Service-side Additions 

Service-side additions on brick 
and block homes have tradition¬ 
ally not been approved in GHI. 

Therefore when a request from 
long-time GHI members, Mr. and 
Mrs. Lloyd Moore, for just such 
an addition to their home in the 
9 Court of Ridge Road came be¬ 
fore the board, the directors hesi¬ 
tated to approve this addition and 
thus set a precedent against cur¬ 
rent policy. Although generally 
sympathetic to the need of the 
Moore’s for space, and granting 
that the size and structure of the 
addition were appropriate, the 
board decided to table this par¬ 
ticular request and have manage¬ 
ment draw up to policy on ser¬ 
vice-side additions. The board 
recognized that other members 
may want such additions and 
that a general policy was prefer¬ 
able to case-by-case action. Man¬ 
agement promised quick action in 
developing the policy; board 
member Ray McCawley sugges¬ 
ted that frame service-side addi¬ 
tion rules might be applied with 
certain modificaitons. 

6 Court Hillside Engineering 
Study 

GHI extended the contract to 
complete the engineering study, 
beliftring that the true source of 
the water problems in this court 
is now being identified.

Suggestions came from both the 
meeting’s organizers and attend¬ 
ees. Senator Green pointed out 
in his initial talk that one of the 
key parties on the ad hoc com¬ 
mittee that is trying to divest 
Community S. & L. of its EPIC 
attachment is the federal agency 
FNMA (Federal National Mort¬ 
gage Association, or “Fannie 
Mae”) - so that petitions could 
usefully be directed to federal 
officials such as congressmen and 
senators. 

The possibility of a class-ac¬ 
tion suit was again brought up, 
one depositor saying, “What can 
we lose?” Lange expressed res¬ 
ervations that such a suit might 
hinder the overall effort. Jim 
Bates agreed that a suit might 
be counter-productive, but sug¬ 
gested a different legal approach, 
namely to ask Judge Kaplan (the 
jurist in charge of legalities con¬ 
nected with the S.&L. crisis) to 
appoint a depositors’ committee 
which would represent depositors’ 
interests, “because I think there 
should be legal consequences (of 
the state’s actions).” 

Batra later pointed out, in con¬ 
nection with the idea of a class- 
action suit, that in one lawyer's 
opinion the filing of a suit does 
not mean it cannot be withdrawn

Do some people have soft 
teeth ? 

Tooth enamel is 97% calcium 
and is among the hardest subm 
stances known. It is actually 
harder than bone. Enamel is 
the same in all people except 
in the case of a congenital de¬ 
fect where enamel formation 
has geen genetically altered. 

Contrary to some lingering 
myths, there is no such thing 
as “soft teeth”, only a differ¬ 
ence in the ability to resist de¬ 
cay. The physical factors that 
determine this resistance are 
tooth shape, alignment, con¬ 
tour, and spacing.

The necessity to thoroughly 
clean the teeth daily to remove 
all plaque cannot be overem¬ 
phasized. Although enamel is 
very hard, it can be disolved 
by acids produced by the bac¬ 
teria in plaque. This is the 
basic reason for daily brushing 
and flossing. 

The type of food we eat is 
the third factor. Besides nu¬ 
tritional value, foods must be 
considered in terms of whether 
they promote or inhibit decay. 
Total carbohydrates (“sugar”) 
content, stickiness and length 
of time in the mouth are all 
important. In addition, fre¬ 
quent consumption of sugar- 
rich foods also affects resist¬ 
ance to decay,

Another listener noted that the 
legislator did not seem to be as 
informed on the crisis as deposi¬ 
tors were, and that they needed 
to be educated. Batra responded 
that the A.T.O.M, group was 
working on this problem Deposi¬ 
tor Judy Neal of the Layhill area 
urged, “Start calling your elected 
officials — they're listed in (blue 
pages of) the telephone book” 
citing her own successful efforts. 

Betty Maffay drew some ap¬ 
plause when she advocated de¬ 
claring Maryland a disaster area, 
saying this might embarrass the 
governor enough to achieve some 
results. Several others endorsed 
the view that “the responsibility 
is within the governorship of 


reminded the audience that Gov¬ 
ernor Hughes was quoted early 
in the year as saying, “We have 
no savings and loan problems like 
Ohio.”
